The “Home” of the Society is located on Lake Street 
and Fourteenth Avenue, and may be visited any day except 
Sunday. 


Parents and friends can visit the Children on the first 
Saturday and the third Sunday in the month from 2 to 5 
P. M. 


The nucleus of a library has been formed. It is the 
desire of the Board of Managers to increase the number of 
volumes, and the ladies hope friends of the Institution will 
aid by sending to the Home old or new books suitable for 
the children. 


The attention of our friends is called to the generous 
offer of Wells, Fargo & Co. to forward to the Nursery, free 
of charge, packages not exceeding fifty pounds in weight. 


Thirty-five dollars will purchase and equip a bed; ten 
dollars will maintain it for one year; or one hundred dol- 
lars will permanently care for it. 
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iresident’s Report 


To the Managers and Members of 
The San Francisco Nursery for Homeless Children: 


During a ten years’ stewardship as your President, it 
gives me great pleasure to announce that we have bought 
a square block of property at Lake and Fourteenth Ave- 
nue, have built a fitting home on it, and are now entirely 
free from indebtedness. And we feel that this Home for 
the Homeless Children of San Francisco is something that 
we can indeed be proud of. 

I shall endeavor to be very modest and brief in touch- 
ing upon the subject of the Nursery’s history for the last 
ten years. When we started this venture of building in 
1901, we had in our fund ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 
This purchased our lot with a mortgage of two thousand 
($2,000) dollars, which was soon raised. Mr. Herbert 
Law agreed to give us five thousand ($5,000) dollars 
toward the building of the Home, when we had raised 
ten thousand ($10,000) dollars more. It would take too 
many pages to relate the many ways and means in which 
we finally raised this amount. With fifteen thousand ($15,- 
000) dollars we commenced to build. When the building 
was finished and ready for occupancy we had assumed a 
mortgage of nineteen thousand ($19,000) dollars and had 
three thousand ($3,000) dollars of unpaid bills. This was 
our financial condition at the time of the big earthquake 
in 1906, which destroyed the building to the extent of 
$9,878 more. Let us draw the curtain here, as it would be 
too harrowing to review what we have been through. 

Our last legacy was five thousand ($5,000) dollars, 
left us by Mrs. F. W. Lougee, and has not only enabled us 
to lift the mortgage, but in addition to pave the street, lay 
a sidewalk and build a concrete fence-coping. It would be 
quite appropriate to quote here what one of our good friends 
and loyal citizens said regarding the work we have accom- 
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plished: “You are serving the community, and every mortal 
in the city owes you deference and a debt of gratitude.” 
Very satisfying, is it not, to be appreciated? It is such 
kind thoughts as these which help us to accomplish our 
purposes. 


Through the kindness of our dear member, Mrs. Hecht, 
we have received five hundred ($500) dollars from the late 
M. H. Hecht estate. 


Mrs. H. P. Hotaling has added one thousand ($1,000) 
dollars more this year, making the sum of five thousand 
($5,000) dollars in all which she has contributed. 

We also were given one hundred ($100) dollars from 
the S. L. Klein estate. 


You may gather from all these donations the idea that 
there is practically nothing for the Board ladies to do now— 
not so. This large piece of property must be taken care of 
and maintained at a considerable expense, which means 
we must work to accomplish it. 


We are fully compensated for our work, however, 
when the records show that this year we have found, 
through the Children’s Agency, permanent homes for ten 
of our little ones. This home-finding reduces the num- 
ber of children in the Nursery, but I feel sure that in 
the future all institutions will simply be a temporary home 
for the dependent child. We must bend every effort to 
help find good homes for them. It is natural for the first 
thought to be one of jealousy for these children, in whom 
we are so interested, and to whom we become so attached, 
but we must overcome that feeling and do all we can to 
insure the child’s welfafe. 


Our family is quite small at present, but it gives those 
in charge time to keep them very well cared for. With the 
personal attention Mrs. Hubbert gives them, it seems more 
like a private family than a public institution. When I speak 
of Mrs. Hubbert, I speak of one who is most loyal and self- 
denying. I know there are few her equal. What appeals 
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to us strongly in her work is the care she takes toward 
forming the child’s character. 

And while she is doing her part, Dr. Guy Manning is 
watching their health. All we ever compensate him with 
is our grateful and heartfelt thanks, which we have dis- 
pensed to him for many years. Also thanks to our consult- 
ing physicians, Dr. James Ward and Dr. William Boericke, 
who have consented to remain another year. And still we 
have plenty of thanks left for our Attorneys and Trustees. 

The children’s Christmas was unusually cheerful and 
happy, owing to the Young Ladies of the Auxiliary. 
Each year they seem to do more, and I know they are happy 
in the work and would not willingly give it up. 

One memorial bed has been contributed this year. This 
is placed in the infirmary and is most attractive, bearing 
the plate of the donors. When our friends see this we 
hope it will inspire the desire of many to send us more. 

I wish to thank the Secretary, Treasurer and Corre- 
sponding Secretary for their untiring and excellent work. 
Mrs. Theobald, who served as Treasurer for eight years, 
was compelled to retire on account of ill health. I have no 
fit words of appreciation at my command to thank her for 
the endless time and trouble she gave so freely. 

We feel very sorry to lose two of our valuable Board 
Members. Absence from the city and illness made it neces- 
sary for them to resign, and we shall miss two such excellent 
workers as Mrs. Herbert Law and Mrs. Henry Dernham. 

Before closing this report, I wish to say how much I 
appreciate the fact that you have all wanted me to occupy 
the chair these last ten years, and have seemed so satisfied 
with my administration, that it has made my work very 
pleasant.

Recording Secretary's Report 


To the Board of Managers of 
The San Francisco Nursery for Homeless Children: 


In glancing over the records of the year just passed, 
that of 1910, there is found ample proof that the Board 
of Managers of the San Francisco Nursery for Homeless 
Children are entitled to the pleasure which must necessarily 
be theirs when reviewing the great amount of good which 
has been accomplished during the past twelve months. 

We have provided a home for seventy-three children, 
thirty-three of whom are half orphans, three abandoned, 
and four whole orphans, the remainder having both parents 
living. During the year 1910, eleven regular meetings were 
held and four special, the average attendance being eleven 
at the regular meetings and at the special meetings, seven. 

Spurred on always by the undaunted spirit of our 
esteemed President, Mrs. Bertz, each month saw something 
attempted and that something accomplished toward the 
betterment of conditions and the raising of much needed 
money and supply donations. In this connection, we trust 
our friends do not feel that we measure our appreciation 
by the amount, for we are always willing and ready to 
send for any contribution in the way of clothing and sup- 
plies or to accept donations of the smallest amount. 

By the means of a legacy left to us and certain generous 
donations, we were enabled to sign contracts for street work, 
sidewalk and copings, besides paying the entire mortgage 
indebtedness on the building. Aside from this, repairing 
and other necessary improvements have been made, all of 
which entitles our band of workers to that “large content” 
which is given to so few to enjoy. 

No other word of commendation need be added in 
praise of the fidelity of the Matron, Mrs. Hubbert, other 
than the reports of the visiting House Committee, who 
always found conditions quite satisfactory, the house orderly 
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and cleanly and the love and personal attention shown each 
homeless child something at which to marvel. 

After eight years of faithful and efficient service as 
Treasurer, Mrs. J. J. Theobald retired from the office, and 
the memory of her good work shall be ever with us. 

The Auxiliary girls, besides providing the usual Easter 
and Christmas entertainment for the children, have provided 
needed garments for the babies and instructed the older girls 
in the art of embroidering, and we extend to them their 
meed of praise and our gratitude. 

Owing to the efforts of the Children’s Agency in finding 
homes for our children, the family, at the present writing, 
numbers fifty-two. Letters from the parties who have taken 
the children for adoption speak in glowing terms of the 
contentment of the children thus fortunately placed, and 
the happiness of the family who have made this possible. 

However, in spite of the pride we feel at this moment, 
it is not for us to rest on our laurels, as there are many 
finishing touches to be added. We are insatiable when it 
comes to a question of the Nursery, and shall bend every 
effort to see installed a vegetable garden, a well, new fences 
and everything that tends to make a model institution. 

Thanking the Board for their confidence during the 
past year, and the many who have so generously responded 
when asked for aid, I respectfully submit my third annual 
report.

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Physician’s Report 


To the Board of Managers of 
The San Francisco Nursery for Homeless Children: 


LADIES: 


It is often said that comparisons are odious. This is 
probably true in some cases, but not so in the work done 
and the cures performed in our little family as we compare 
them from year to year. To bring one twelve months side 
by side with another period of the same length would not 
prove much, for there would be a similar trend of events, 
just as one day follows another in the routine of our regular 
life. With us, one season is just as apt to bring a certain 
class of diseases to accompany it or to follow in its wake as 
is a corresponding season, and consequently much depends 
upon whether we escape or fall in with the prevailing 
epidemics. 

The amount of real sickness that develops in the 
Nursery is, however, unusually small; partly on account of 
a most healthful locality and surroundings, partly on ac- 
count of the watchful care of matron and nurses, to a great 
extent upon the regular habits and care in diet, and, finally, 
from the practice of examining all applicants before they 
are admitted. 

That there is bound to be sickness of a contagious or 
epidemic character is self-evident when you consider that 
the children attend the public school, where they are brought 
in contact with many other children, and when relatives, 
both old and young, of all states and conditions and from 
all parts of the city, visit their little ones at frequent inter- 
vals. In fact, that they do not have many more epidemics 
is a surprise to me. When, I may ask, in the memory of the 
Board have you experienced a single case of scarlet fever? 
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And only twice in my nineteen years’ service in the Nursery 
have we had a case of diphtheria develop, and in both of 
these instances they have been limited to individuals and, 
I am glad to say, followed by recovery. 


I cannot eliminate occasional epidemics of measles, 
mumps, chicken pox and whooping cough, any of which 
may run a particularly severe and dangerous course in 
bodies not naturally strong or with marked hereditary tend- 
encies, but even these turn out usually favorable. You must 
realize also that even skin affections in these children may 
run a severe course, being not local conditions alone, but a 
local manifestation of an internal and deep-seated state of 
the child. 


To consider the past year in detail, I would state that 
our main epidemic disease this year, and that a very limited 
one among our babies, has been the whooping cough. One 
small child has at present a severe broncho-pneumonia fol- 
lowing the same, which placed him at death’s door, and 
with the family history does not prophesy very well for the 
future. The other illnesses have been mainly those of child 
life,—colds, coughs, stomach troubles, etc. No severe acci- 
dents have occurred, and only a very, very few of even 
falls and knocks. I am happy to report that there have been 
no deaths whatever, a condition which I know is always as 
gratifying to you as to me. As a little idea of what has 
been done, I will state that 108 visits have been made by 
my assistant and myself, with some 303 prescriptions. 
These figures do not in reality prove much as to the general 
health when it is considered that twenty or thirty of these 
prescriptions and ten or more of the visits might be for one 
case and follow on consecutive days, but it does give you an 
idea of what the attending physician’s duties are. There 
are always many directions by telephone for minor ailments. 
A number of vaccinations have been performed. Every 
child that has been admitted has been examined personally 
by me. 
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My assistant, Dr. Blackshaw, deserves a portion of the 
gratitude for he has attended many times when I have been 
busy and unable to give the proper attention. 

The matron always gives me strong support, so that I 
am able to accomplish much and thus receives my gratitude 
daily instead of in an annual report. The nurses also do 
their part and receive recognition publicly. 

Moreover, I thank each and every lady of the Board 
for her individual kindnesses in my department, and espe- 
cially the President, who is always more than kind and to 
whom I have to look for much assistance with my sick 
children. 

Wishing you the full measure of success for the coming
